Legislative. 

A  Supplement  to  Schools,  introduced 
by  Mr.  Carscallen,  involves  a  decided 
change,  providing  that  Hoards  of  Edu¬ 
cation.  iu  cities  and  incorporated  towns, 
shall  be  created  by  appointment  instead 
of  election.  It  first  provides  .that,  the 
control  and  management  of  public 
6chools  shall  be  vested  iu  a  board  of  aix 
members  in  every  city  or  town  organized 
auder  charter  ;  that  within  thirty  days 
after  the  passage  of  the  supplement  the 
State  Board  of  Education  ahull  appoint 
these  aix  persons  who  shall  constitute  a 
Board  of  Eduoatiou  in  the  towns  for 
which  they  are  named,  each  member  eft 
the  local  Board  to  be  u  resident  of  five 
years*  standing  in  said  town  or  city  ;  the 
person  so  apj>oiuted  by  the  State  Board 
to  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  as- 
members  of  such  local  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion.  The  six  members  of  the  local 
B«>ard  are  to  hold  office  us  follows  :  two 
till  May.  1877  ;  two  till  May,  1878  ;  and 
two  till  May,  1875)  ;  they  are  to  tukeoath 
before  the  County  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  organize  ten  days  after,  elect  a 
President  and  Clerk  to  eerve  one  year 
each,  and  adopt  by-laws.  When  a  va¬ 
cancy  by^xpiration  of  terms  occurs  the 
successor  is  to  bo  appointed  im  the  way 
mentioned  above  aud  serve  tlifee  years, 
and  p1  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death  or  oth- 
^etnise  the  State  Superintendent  is  to  ap- 
.^Kfoint  the  successor  for  tho  unexpired 
term,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State 
Board.  The  Boards  are  to  hold  meet¬ 
ings  once  a  month,  and  tho  proceedings 
are  to  be  published  iu  such  newspapers 
os  the  Booids  may  direct 

Tho  act  further  provides  that  the 
Boards  shall  elect  such  superintendents, 
principals,  teachers,  etc.,  as  are  neces¬ 
sary,  and  shall  provide  for  the  proper 
management  of  the  schools,  eto.  It  also 
provides  that  the  said  local  Boards  shall 
have  the  power  to  expend  not  only  eo 
much  of  the  city  taxes  as  are  levied,  but 
also  such  portion  of  the  State  School 
fund  as  may  be  apportioned  to  the  said 
cities  ;  these  Boards  to  also  have  all  the 
powers  of  the  Boards  organized  under  the 
present  act  except  where  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided.  The  Boards  may  spend  one-half 
of  one  per  cent,  for  libraries  in  tho 
schools. 

The  Boards  are  to  keep  books;  to  pro¬ 
cure  by  contract  supplies  and  all  work 
for  the  schools,  involving  3500  expendi¬ 
ture,  and  to  prepare  estimates  of  yearly 
expenditures  by  or  befoae  J uly  1  each 
year.  Where  the  attendance  at  a  school 
honso  exceeds  400  the  Boards  are  to  pro¬ 
vide  another  building,  drawing  the  mon¬ 
ey  therefor  from  the  officers  in  charge 
of  the  finances  of  the  city,  tho  last  nam¬ 
ed  officer  to  provide  the  means  when  the 
Board  shall  make  the  requisition.  The 
Common  Council  or  other  legislative 
body  is  to  appoint  a  visiting  committee 
of  ten.  The  act  finally  provides  that  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
towns  or  cities  having  50,000  inhabitants 
shall  receive  3.500  salary  yearly,  tho  Pre¬ 
sident  to  receive  31,000.  Iu  towns  hav 
ing  less  than  that  number  the  salaries  are 
to  be  one-half  those  amounts. 

Senate  Bill  No.  28,  authorizes  cities 
and  towns  to  raise  money  for  the  purpos¬ 
es  of  local  Centennial  celebrations,  not 
to  exceed  seven  per  cent,  per  capita, such 
moneys  to  be  expended,  by  the  Mayore 
and  other  officers. 

Mr.  Hopper’s  bill,  concerning  the  rate 
of  interest  on  loans  secured  by  mortgages* 
which  was  referred  to  tho  Judiciary  Com¬ 
mittee,  is  a  very  important  act.  It  re¬ 
peals  the  money  laws  so  far  as  to  permit 
any  rate  of  interest  on  loans  secured  by 
njortgage  on  real  or  personal  property 
when  made  in  writing.  It  is  understood 
that  this  act  is  to  serve  instead  of  the  Five 
Connty  net  in  case  the  provisions  of  the 
latter  fail  to  be  extended  to  the  State  at 
large. 

Burlington  Connty  secures  the  State 
Treasure  rship — Ex-Senator  Geo.  M. 
Wright  having  received  the  Republican 
canons  vote  on  the  13th  ballot  by  a  vote 
of  25  to  23  for  Mr.  Brittin  of  Morris. 
Mr.  Hays  received  only  9  votes  in  all. 
Mr.  McDonald,  of  Sussex,  was  nominat¬ 
ed  for  State  Librarian. 

The  Committee  on  Centennial, of  which 
Mr.  Dodd,  of  Essex,  is  a  member,  have 
decided  to  report  favorably  upou  the  bill 
appropriating  310,000  for  the  Centennial 
Commission  ;  also,  to  recommend  an  ap- 
proprition  of  34,000  for  the  better  repre¬ 
sentation  of  the  Educational  Depart¬ 
ment  of  New  Jersey  in  the  Exposition. 

The  Hoqse  on  Wednesday  passed  the 
bill  makingfylay  30th  (Decoration  Day) 
a  legal  holiday  ;  also  the  bill  to  repeal 
the  Belleville  city  charter  and  all  other 
special  legislation  for  that  place. 

Mr.  Traphagans  bill  repealing  the  Mont¬ 
clair  rood  commissioners'  act,  was  pass¬ 
ed.
